Edible bird's iicsts ai'o shipped in 
largo i|uantiti«s from Java toCoinn nnd 
thu Eastern islands for (oo<1. The birds 
tlint build them am a species o( swallow, 
and they are found in clilTs. eaves nnd 
cnverns. They ai"c composed of u sort 
of mucilaginous siibstanou whiuh thu 
tUiinese relish with gusto, Itis atrans- 
piiient mass like iHin|rlnss, raother-of. 
learl or white horn ''' 



net bag at their side. When one goes 
to Work he lakes his place on a stage of 
two crops-liars fastened lo the end of a 
rope, ami is let down against Iho face 
of liie rock, lie grasps tho rope witli 
his left hand, and in bis right has a rod 
with which he holds ti<ni.«elf off from 
the rocks. .'Sometimes lie poes down 
several Iniinlri'il fei't aiiiiil lin' roar of 
the oceun and hundreds of birds llyin? 
all around him. When lie comes oppo- 
site a aatangan hole (that's the name of 
the bird) he makes n si;;nnl, ami the 
lowering stops, tic now .'•win^s buck 
and (ortn until he guts |>owcr enough lo 
enter the hole and find a (ootinz on tlio 
rock ho has noted. If he (alls, he is 
dashed to (ileces on the rocks below. 
The man generally has a thin cord (ast- 
ened around bis body and to the 
ro|H', so that he oan pnll the staso in to 
hImseK agabi. Should this break, bow- 
ever, lie nas to make a bold leap and 
catch tho stage. When ho has got into 
the cavern ho cuts off the nests with his 
knife and places them bi his bag, and 
wlu>n it is (ull he retomt and his place 
is supplied hy another. This business 
i.s ho exclusive that no foreigner has 
ever been allowed- tO' participate in it. 
Somo Dutch merabanta onee entered a 
cave, but Ihey never came out alive, and 
Ihe Malay ~ have aslory llial Ihi' (o 'ililess 
l.oni "l.iol, ihrm 111 lii r lio^iini." Tlie-u 
swallows breed four limes a year, each 
time making a new nest "Tho nests 
arc plucked three times, and so only 
one brood is ii ft to the liiiils. tn Ihe 
cavern of Karang-CoUong, I have lieuid 
It stated, there were three hundred and 
thirty thousand swallows, and from 
them al>o»t five hundred thousand nestt 
are annunlly taken. Tlic harvest is done 
in July and August, November and l)e- 
eeben'anil the worst in April and May. 
The neiis are nleattod awl assorted and 
packed in liamboo eases of almut seven- 
ty in a ease. They all go to Cliina, 
|ierhapa a few to America and Europe 
ns ciirinsilies: one hundred and seventy 
ihoii'^aiiil ponmU i^o lo Canton alone, 
mill aboiii lifiy bird nests make a 
pound. 'I'lie lirsi i|uality of nests oott 
In the cities of China twenty to thirty 
dollars n pound." 

"llinv are Ihey entcn?" 
■•Tiiey dissolve the nests in water or 
broth, and spice them hij;hly, using 
them aa an entree. You'll iind it a 
dish among all tlio wealthy Chinese, 
and nt ail the Iloyal and Stale enter- 
tainments. Wliy, when General Grant 
made his tour 01 the world he was en- 
tertained in them at Canton. The 
Chinese think lliey arc a froat stimu- 
lanl. bill smiie (lermsn chemists say 
that they have no stimulating ([ualities. 
and are nothing more than tne saliva of 
animals, neither nourishing nor stimu- 
lating, bnt awfnl ttlolqr."— JVom/Nkr-

Some months ago a sensational arti- 
cle appesmd in a New York i>apcr on 
the future supply of beef in this coun- 
try. It showed thai, the possible limit 
of beef production had been nearly | 
reached In many o( the States, nnd 1 
(bat in tome of tue.Territories therc|was 
not Rufflctcnt forage to properly sup- 
port all the cattle now within their 
l)onln> Il preilii leil lliat in a near 
future beef would become so scarco 
that it would rank at a luxury that only 
the rich could afford. Then the sauui 
slate of affairs would exist here which 
exists in. some I'hiropeaii countries, Tho 
common people would bo obi ged to 
give up eating beef and be content with 
I'heapcr nrtxlcs of food. It certainly is 
liki'lv that most kinds of food will be 
higli'er in Ihe fiiiuri' than in the past, 
bill there seems lo lie 00 probability that 
Iho price of beef w.ll be out of propor- 
tion with other kinds oi food.

The production of beef 
(or the market ha." ]ntt began to re- 
ceive attention i i^ost of the Southern 
States. Till very lately cattle received 
only secondary aoatM«ration. As a rule 
only " natives" were kept, and they 
were often left to pick up their food as 
best they could. The productfon ol 
(ornpe crops was neglected, t.iid but a 
small amount of com anil other grains 
Buitalile (or stock food was raised. Col- 
ton-seed was tlirown into heaps'and 
burned or loft to rot. At present all 
this is changed. Keller bix'cds of cut- 
tle have been introduccil; mure alieu- 
tlon It given to the production of for^ 
age crops, and the eotto B tead b atedfor 
stock food. 

Tho limit of profitable beef produc- 
tion bos not >M>en reached in the New 
Knglaml Slalev The introduction of 
the silo ami the pre-ervation of (odder- 
corn in the form of ensilam) have cn»- 
biod some farmers Ui duiinle the num- 
ber o( cattle kont on their places. Their 
example will befolloweil by oilier fann- 
ers in Ihe future. The limit of beef 
pruductioii lias not been reached in the 
states where the most beef has been 
produced. IlUpols has never contained 
cattle enough to eal all the stock-(ood 
it produced. Until very recently a largo 
proportion of tho straw produced has 
been bomed. while moat of ^e oom- 
fodder has been iratted. Onldvated 
grasses and clover have not been gen- 
erall) iiitiiiduued Into one-foarth tho 
.^tatc. Scarcely aay attentkm hat been 
given to tho prodwinott ot tnmlps and 
other roots that do so mseh toward pro- 
ilucino; the beef of England. The laM* 
anioiiiil of llax-seed mcul or oD-calo 
produced has been seat to feed hetdt is 
the old country. TUl lately a laigapio- 
portion of the aattle kept have been 
"acrubs," w hich cave no good return 
for the food Ihey devoured. Every year 
more attent>on hat been given to the 
improvement of cattle intended for 
beef . and, as a consequence, more meat Is 
produced (or au equal amount o( (ood 
oaten. Every year more attention is 
given to saving straw and com-(odder, 
nnd to feeilirg them to stock in a iudi- 
cioiis manner. Many swamps and Ixigs 
arc being drained and made to produce 
enormous quantities not only o( valuable 
grass but o( corn and small grains suit- 
able for stock fond. Cattle nave lieltov 
protection during Iho winter; nnd, as a 
consequence, tiiey recpiirc less (ood. A 
more judicious system o( (ceding is 
practiced, wliieh |iroiluccs belter re- 
sults. 

The attention that has been given to 
ibe cariy maturity of cattle hat resulted 
in greatly inorea.sing tho amount of 
beef. A few years ago a largo propor- 
tion of the bullocks designed for I lie 
market were not slaughtered till they 
were five or six yean old. In many in- 
slanoes they did not sell for enough to 
paydirhaK the (ood tooy had consumed. 
N(iw most stook-rolsers turn off their

In front 
is a park of thirty acres, well-shaded 
green oven in August, and bounded on 
the west by a country road. On the 
left is a modern villa approached by a 
drive which enters the piirkon thesot'ith, 
sweeps around by the house, and makes 
it* exit on the north. This is Green Har- 
bor, thelormer home of the great states- 
man. The present strnetme lieais little 
semblance to the Iimo^, r;uiil)lin;; dwc" 
ing, half farmhouse, half country-seat, 
of Webster's day, which was totally de- 
Btroyed by fire in 1878; the park, how- 
ever, and farm, so much as remains, 
are .'argely as li<' left them. 'I'hi: prcs 
cnt house, unlike the old one, is not 
open t« TisitMi, and pUgrbm content 
themselves with rambles about the farm 
and with visitlnp; the statesman's tomb, 
WelLster's lli'st iiMicliase iif I.-md in 
Marsblield was an old homestead of 1,^0 
aores, but he liept adding farm to farm 
till he had an estate of nearly 1,800 
acres, much of it cdMsistin;; of I he wide 
grassy downs of ihc c.iii-i. The farm ex- 
tended uoi'lhand .soiitii from the home- 
stead, and was boimdcd l>y the ocean on 
the east. The graveyard in which he 
was buried is out on the bare downs in 
light anil .sound of the sea, and fully a 
quarter of a mile from the highway, nc- 
cess to it lieing bad by a rude road through 
the fields. It ia one of those neighbor- 
hood cemeteries common to country dis- 
tricts, and holds the dust of perhaps a 
score of the nelghlxirinK famines. 

A moss-grown wall ol stone surroundi 
it on three sides, the fourth kide being 
inclosed by a modem iron fence. The 
Wci)ster plot is in the entrance, and 
consists of a little cluster of eight or ten 
tombs. A large mound of earth on the 
north side of tlie plot, surniomileil by a 
plain marble slal), holds the dust of the 
statesman. The stone bears t his iu.scrip- 
tion: "Daniel Weljster, born January 
I«, 17H'-', dIedOi-liibcr •_'(, ]x:>-J. 'Lord, 
1 believe, help Thuu my unbelief,' " and 
beneath this an a|i|ini|iriatc phrase from 
his published utleranees. Olhergraves 
in the plot are tlio.c of (Jrace I'lclclier. 
his lirsi wife; .luli.-i, his f:ivoi ile ilaii^'h- 
ter; Major Kdward, a son who died in 
the Mexican war, and Colonel Fletcher 
Welister, the second son, who was killed 
at the lie.id of his regiment in the war of 
the rebellion. It Is a nuict, pastoral 
scene that one looks upon from the 
graves. Everywhere on the east is the 
sen, on the south are fields and farm- 
houses with Duxbiiry hills In the dis- 
tance, and norili mill west downs and 
pastures, witli the spire of Marshtield 
village two miles away peeping over the 
trees. One can partly understand why 
a great spirit should dhoose it above all 
others for his last resting-place. — Cor. 
N. T. Evcniti'j Post. 



Bundic-Wrappiiiir. 

To do up a bundle properly s "ems like 
a very simple ami ca.sy thing to do, yet 
it is not every one who can do it ))rop"er- 
ly. Bundle-wrapping has ijecomc one 
of the Important features of many larce 
businesses, and hoys nro es|)ccially 
trained for that work. Tills part of a 
heavy business has become an item of 
considerable expense. Not oidy have 
. the salaries of the yonng men to he paid, 
but the paper and time used foots up to 
a large llgiire. and in this city of high 
renis e\('n the sjniee oci'lipieil by the 
bimdlc wrappers is an item worthy of 
consideration. 

In a large retail store the yonng man 
wlio inanij>Mlates the pajier and twine 
earns his monev. He must be ttl)le to 
work very rapidly. and to do up his bun- 
dles in the itroBgMt and neatest possi- 
ble manner. ' To do this, when the 
goods are laid before him, he must be 
able to decide instantly the kind of 
ttvlne and the size and quality of paper 
which should l>e used. No person, be 
he gentleman or lady, likes to carry a 
parcel inswurely tied, or awkwariily 
done up. So much skill is reijiiired in 
this line that boys are specially trained 
for ,it. When placed in the wrap|)ing 
department, if tncy show an aila])tabili- 
ty for the business, they are keiit there, 
but only a small percentage of those who 
are thus placed on trial are kept there. 
They may be \ ery smart at other things, 
but in doing up bundles they are not a 
success. 

There are some lines of goods which 
are difficult to do up seMirelj- and neat- 
ly. In a music store in a large eastern 
city, where forty clerks were employed, 
there was only one of them who could 
properly do up a violin. Books which 
are sent by mail or in paper bundles re- 
quire a great deal of care in being done 
up, in order that the siring may not cut 
the edges, or that their oomers may not 
be broKen by their being tossed about. 
In grocery stores very little eare Is used, 
and no stylo whatever Is oljsi'rvrcl. This 
may be because it Is thought that a man 
who carriei^ home his own groceries is 
not very apt to be very particular about 
the manner in which his bundles are 
done up. But many an unlucky fellow, 
whose arms were loaded up with parcels, 
has sighed to And his sugar leaking out 
of a paper bag, or his eggs dropping one 
by one on the sidewalk. Provision 
stores aUo do up their goods carelessly, 
and one has hard work to carry home'a 
handle of meat witlnout soiling his fin- 
gen and his clothing. 

Not exactly under the head of bundle- 
wrapping, but nearly akin to it, comes 
Ihe doing up of newspapers for the mail. 
The magazines and many large dally 
|ad weekly newspapers W P)9 



brown paper for this purpose, but most 
of the smaller publications are content 
to use fragments of newspapers, circu- 
lars, and the like. A machine has been 
invented for folilin" newspapers, but 
they have all to be w rapped for the 
mall by baud. Young men who are ein- 
ployeil for this business acquire wonder- 
ful' jirolicicncy, and can do op several 
hundied jiapcrs In an hour. 

Kriim the foregoing facts It will be 
seen that bundle-wrapping tonus tpilto 
an extensive industry, and in large 
cities affords employment to a large 
number of persons.— A'ims«.< City Slur. 



Felling the rinr. 

The road through the underdrush 
winds perhaps to a mile and a half 
away from tlie river's liank into the 
thicker woods where the white pine 
attains its gratest altitude and diameter. 
Tills Is no pigmy forest, like those of 
our Eastern Stales, into which the 
Michigan lumbemian first enters, hut a 
magnificent area of pines, thirty or 
forty to the acre, two net in diameter, 
usually straight as a plumb line and 
wiili their evergreen crest a clear hnn- 
ilreil feet nliiivi; !lie ground. Worliinf; 
In gangs of two or Imee, tiie logmen 
uiiproach one of these forest ntans. 
With skilled eyes they scan it, detecting 
Instanllv the least variation from the 
perpenilicular or any ineipiality of 
weight in the branches, the lowest of 
which is seventh feet in air. Next one 
of the gang with the axe cuts a small 
gash, may l)e three inches deep, in the 
side. Then two, working a cross-cut 
saw, assail the sylvan monarch on the 
side opposite the gash. If the tree 
"binds the saw, as happens but rarely, 
a wedge driven in the cut gives relief; 
and presently the huge tree topjiles and 
falls to a nicely in the direction desired. 
The comparatively small branches are 
trimmed away and the trunk cut by the 
saw to the requisite lengths. If long 
timber is needed, it is severed perhaps 
twice, but usually the lengths run from 
ten to fifteen feet, and rarely or never 
are they cut above the point where the 
trunk nan-ows to ten inches diameter. 
Then -comes the hardest labor of all. 
Reaching into the forest is a long double 
row of ■■skids,'' a sort of log railroail 
with one end teniiinateil by the road- 
way, the other ending It two tree trunks 
lajiering to tlieir sin;i!Ier extremities so 
that the lo^s may be rolled upon them 
more easily, .'■'el/in:; the great log 
with his •■pi^vy"— a .stout handle ending 
in a jilke and fitted at the siilc wirh a 
sharp bent hook that looks like the half 
of an ice dealer's tongs— tlie luTuberr.ian 
hoists the log on the skid an.l i .-ipiilly 
rolls it over to Ihe lualii roadway. 
There the stout horses, with ropes mid 
nippers, fasten on to the end, and the 
log is drawn to ilie river bank, where, 
branded balf-a-do/.en limes at the end 
with marks of the owners, it is either 
dragged on the ice or left on the bank 
to rolled in the water later for its 
spring voyage. Ties prompt ami easy 
transportation of the log to the river 
bank is of the first importance in pmlit- 
able lumberiiu;. Usually after a deep 
snow-fall It is facilitated by an ingenious 
expedient: A lank, sonic fifteen feet 
lon^'. four feet ill ' IP, and live feet wide, 
is built and iiiounted on runners. Just 
as the sun goes down and the cold ap- 
proaches, the tank is filled with river 
water, a series of plugs withdrawn, and 
the cistern is pulled slowly over the 
mile-long roadway. Next morning 
wiiere before was oWructivc snow Is a 
broad pathway of solid Ice, over which 
the logs can no drawn at a trot aseiislly 
as H|)on the frozen surface of a lake.--

Coppcr-Rooilng. 

The Scientific Amcricnn mentions ths 
decline in the price of cojiper as likely 
to lead to the use of that metal In build- 
ing. At present tlie material for a 
copper roof costs, at the outset, only 
alwut twice as much as tin, and as the 
latter eiust be iep.aired and painted 
aliiiut oiiee In three years, and In lifieen 
or twonty years must be renewed alto- 
gi!ther, the copper, which never nee<is 
painting, and Is practically indeslructi- 
Me, Is much the cheaper material in the 
end. There arc in lioslon many copper 
roofs, put on about forty yeiirs ago, 
which show no aigniof deterioration; 
and the metal ts still much employed in 
the city for comiees, fruiters, ami rain- 
water pipes, MS Well lis foreiiveriiig liav- 
windows, and in many other ways, in 

fdace of galvanized iron, which is much 
nferiorin beauty and durability, and 
not very much cheaper. The copper 
has the additional advantage of needing 
no paint, so that the delicate lines of ar- 
tistic work are in no danger of being 
filled up, and the metal increases rather 
than diminishes in beauty, by the slow 
formation of a bluish-green patina over 
it. For tlashings, as well as other por- 
ticms of roof-work, i ippjirr is much su- 
perior to zinc or tin, and willi llic aid of 
a certain amount of lead, the most dilli- 
cult problems in roofing can be success- 
fully and permanently solved.— .if »i«rt- 
can Architeet.

Fishing. 

Fishing was a far more earlier mode 
of sup|iorting human life than agricul- 
ture. However far back In tho stream 

of terrestrial events we may sup]>ose 
il allowable to carry the date of man's 
a|>)>eai'ance on the scene, still he must 
I :i\e been preceded by fish. The rir- 
rrs, lakes and seas, when he first 
looked upon them, must have lieennoo- 
jdi'd very much as they are this (lay. 
I'herc was as great a variety of species, 
and probably much tho sanie infinitude 
of individuals in some of tho.se species. 
And as a savage nopulation mnst be 
always sparse, anil in any locality few 
'n number, tlicir sup]dy of fo<Kl from 
tiri' source could only have been lim- 
iti'd by thc^ir inabiliiy to capture it. 
What the wild game of the forest and 
of the open plains were to the inland 
hunting trilies, the lish of the fresh 
and of the' salt water were to tlie 
riverine and the maritime trilics. Be- 
tween these early days and the first 
beginnings of iigriculturn vast periods 
of time must have elap-ed. First, be- 
cause in tlie^e, and inure or less in all 
latitudes, nature oil'cred to man no 
plant that in its unlmprored atste was 
worth cultivating. The suitable form 
lind to be evidveiT or created by long 
processes of obserMiti >ii and flclection. 
This is why we know nothing of the 
beans or maize, and why the tropiad 
bread-fnilt, plantain, banana and siigar- 
cane have lo>f the ]>ower of producing 
seed, and so of reprodiieing tliemselves 
this must liave been a result of long 
age^ of huniaii Si'lcetion. Nothing of 
tile kind had to be dune for lish 
There it was as lit for human food on 
the first day man stood on the river 
bank or the si a-shore as It is at this 
ilay. Agriculture also required imple- 
ments to clear and stir the ground 
iiiid lo gather in the crops with, and 
liie r liiiplemenLs we kno~ were the 
icsuli of a long series of discoveries, 
improvements, and advances. Prime- 
val man, therefore, as we now read 
his biiitory, could not have lived by 
or known anything of, agriculture. 
Nor could he have lived by wild fruits, 
for they are not conlinumis throughout 
the year. They have their season, 
and that a brief one. He must then 
have lived bir hunting and fishing; and 
of the two ilshing would be the most 
continuous and unfailing throughout 
the changing seasons, the most valu- 
able of all qualities for those ili-»up- 
plied times. It would not be more 
dIfVieiilt to hook, and spear, and hot, 
and trap IMi. and to gather mollusks 
from the rocks and sandbanks, than 
to trap or pierce with arrows wild 
game. Our immediate comparison, 
however, is with agriculture; and may 
be surethatnot in It were the founda- 
tions of society laid, but in hunting 
and fishing, and that of these two, as 
the great camivors at first hod posses- 
sion of the forest and the plain against 
iBtmding man, fishing was tho main 
primeval occupation and means of sub- 
sistence. — Maomillan'B Magatine.
